A Cincinnati despatch says: Shortly 
after 9 o'clock last night there was 4 
@ramatic scene in the large tenement 
house, No. 489 Central avenue. On the 
gecond floor of the building, in the rear 
Yiat, lives the Shults family, which is 
somposed of Mr. and Mre. Adam Shults 
and their 7-monthe-old son, Louis. Mr. 
Bhults had gone across the street on an 
@rrand at the time mentioned, and his 
wrife, hearing footsteps in the hallway, 
rent out to see if her husband was re- 


terning home. She had been engaged in 
quiet conversation with the neighber- 
ing women but a short time when ebe 
wes startied by hearing screams coming 
from the bedroom of her flat where her 
baby had been asicep in the cradle. 

The frightened mother hastened to the 
@partment and a most sickening sight 
met her gase. She beheld three large 
rats perched on the railing of her in- 
fant’s cradie, and the rodents were 
Mnawing the face and arms of her help- 
Jess little ome. Seeing Mrs. Shults the 
wats hastily made their escape from the 
room. Streams of blood were trickling 
Mown the cheeks of the babe, and the 
tot’s fece bore an agonising expression. 
Whe bed clothing in the crafile had been 
tern ito shreds in a number of places 
hy the rate and both arms of the inno- 
gent little one were a masse of bites and 
geratches. The tiny nightdress of the 
Yofant was thoronghiy eaturated with 
the life blood of the suffering victim, and 
there were eevers) Iarge abrasions on 
ite neck. Not only had the rate gnawed 
the body of the beipieas child, hut they 
hed also chewed Iarke pieces out of the 
wooden cradie. Several of the up- 
holstered chairs in the room had also 
been attatked, and the hair with which 
the sents were stuffed was protruding in 
@ nomber of pinces. Other furniture in 
the apartment bore evidence of the ad- 
vent of the rodents. When Mrs. Shults 
beheld the frightful cqndition of her lit- 
tle one and eaw the large rate, she ut- 
tered one scream and fell to the floor 
4p an unconscious condition. Several of 
the neighbors hurried to the bedroom, 
nd Mre. Shults wae picked np and 
placed upon « bed. The suffering babe 
was then taken from its cradie and 
placed beside ite mother. The mother 
and babe were then bathed simuitane- 
owsly with cold water and the former 
goon regained consciousness.

Then he picked up the oak sticks 
and proceeded to beat bis little writhing 
victim. 

The boy’s screams were beard by the 
neighbors, bet no one ventured tu go to 
his rescue. They knew Plummer and 
feared him. After a time the cries crew 
leas and then ceased. The boy was dead. 

Plumnrer now, having sated bis race 
to the utmost limit of possibility, de- 
vised a means which he thought woulc 
cover his erime. 

He picked up the lifeless body of the 
bow and carried it to a small creek near 
by. He threw the body in and left it 
a while in the water, doubtless thinking 
the collapsed lungs would fill and bring 
about the appearance of drowning. 

Going into the bouse he told) Mrs, 
Haynes that Harry was dead. He said 
he had been drowned. Mrs, Haynes ex- 
pressed disbelief, and Plummer told her 
that anyway the boy was dead, and that 
if she said he had drowned this 
would stop all inquiry. 

Then he went to town and telegraphed 
Mr Haynes that the boy was dead. He 
went on to Marlton, probably with the 
purpose of eseaping, bat was there 
rested. He protested, however, that the 
boy had been drowned. 

Dr. W. P. Melcher, who made the post- 
mortem examination, testified at the in- 
quest held to-day that the body was a 
mass of cuts and bruises, and that death 
was caused by concussion of the brain. 
He said ttrere was no water in the lungs 
and that therefore the boy had not been 
drowned,

Eleven Factories Burned—£200,000 Worth 
of Damage Douce. 


A London cable sag: Fire troke out 
in the cabimet-masekrs’ tery of Wm. 
Angus & Go., in Fiasbury. Tho flames, 
assisted by a fiarce wind, spread fri- 
ously, and within an hour eicht or tn 
other factories were burning. The block 
in which the Angus factory ia located 
wes completely deetroyed. Tae hens 
was so great and the streets so narrow 
that the firemen were greatly ham ed. 
Over fifty engines wero eammon@, bu 
the greatest difficerity wae experienced 
in approaching the burming building™s 

The other buildings burned wpre those 
of Lebus & Sonp, Bernard Sait, Weet- 
{ake & Sons, Charf¥e F. Mariner, and 
Crosbie & Go, all fernitmre maoulao 
turers, amd George Summers, wholesate 
etationer. The Mames were visible faom 
all parts of Kondon and the suburba. 
The walls of the burning buildings fell 
from time to time with ‘loud ordshes. 

Altogether twenty tw avalls collapsed, 
and the firemen had many narrow e> 
capes.

A FAVORITE HOUSE PLANT. 


The following about horse marks, 
which we find in the Spirit of the Times, 
will be of interest, and may be taken 
ee authority: 

A white spot on the forehead is a star.

SALT YOUR COWS. 

The Mississippi experiment station has 
been making a trial as follows: From 
June 2Uth to July 18th were kept with- 
out sait, the milk from each. gow being 
weighed twice daily from July 4th to 
18th. From July 18th to August Ist 
the same cows receaved four ounces of 
salt each, and the milk was weighed as 
before. The milk giveu for the period 
without salt weighed 454 pounds; for 
the period with salt 564 pounds, a gain 
of 110 pounds, That salt was evidently 
well sold. 


THE CALCEOLARIA AS A HOUSE 
PLANT. 


There isa mistaken idea among flower 
lovers, says Mrw. Jobo Gaillard, that the 
talceolaria is difficult to raise as @ 
house plant, while it is one of the 
easiest of culture, growing easily from 
the seed, or from cuttings, and for 
anyone wanting a change from the 
geranium, there is nothing that comes 
into bloom quicker than the calceolaria 
when started from the slip. It roots 
very readily, throwing up large bunches 
of buds before becoming fairly rooted; 
and ifetarted in July they will become 
a strong, bushy plant before winter, 
covered with lovely flowers, resembling 
a lady’s purse, or pocket, with a cover 
that one can lift up and look in, eus- 
pended by a slender stem, and quivering 
with every breath ot air. The front of 
the pocket rivals the richest velvet. 
For anyone that cannot procure cuttings 
a packet of seed sown ina box and cov- 
ered with glass, so that the surface of 
the soil will not become dry, can havea 
few plants. They will not oome into 
bloam as quick a# the elip, but they 
make equally as good planta. The seed 
is smalland must be handled with care 
after it germinates, for the young plants 
are very tender. Whenthey put out the 
third leaf, they may be pricked out and 
put into four-inch pots, and when six 
inches bigh put into larger, well-drained 
pote, where they are to remain and kept 
out of the hot sun. 


GENERAL FARM NOTES, 


Do not keep too many varieties of 
stock. The farmer who has two or three 
kinds of sheep or swine will find the 
cost increased. The object should be to 
have one kind and aim to make it the 
best. 

How often is it noticed that the poul- 
try on farms have no uniformity, of 
color, size or characteristics, yet uni- 
formity in poultry is easily attained by 
having only one breed of males. It is 
not expensive to procure males of pure- 


bred poultry, a8 & single sitting of eggs, 
hatched this year, will provide the 
males for next season, the cost not 


necessarily exceeding one or two dollars. 

Sheep are labor saving stock, as they 
assist themselves, and cause but little 
expense in labor of management. They 
also perform labor for the farmer ijn 
clearing off weeds and undesirable 
crasses, ae well as manuring the soil, 
spreading their droppings evenly over 
the surface of the ground, and tread- 
ing them in with their feet. It is an 
old expression that the “feet of the 
sheep is gold to the farmer.” 

A good cow, jntended for large yield 
of milk should not be valued for the 
Amount of beef she will make at some 
future time. Keep her in full flow of 
milk and ehe will produce enough milk 
extra to compensate for any loss from 
beef. The greatest lows ia in not feed- 
ing foods that increage the yield. Va- 
riety is better than @ steady, diet. Get 
all the milk possible from a cow during 
the days of her usefulness by, intelli- 
gent management, and the future beef 
may be considered. 

Cattle and sheep should have a lump 
of rock salt to go to when they please. 
They should also be able to get all the 
pure water they want, and just when 
they want it. Sheep may take but little 
when they feed in the morning, while 
the grass is wet with dew, and this has 
led some to think there is no need of 
having water in their pasture, but ther 
should have the opportunity to get it 
when they want it, and they will want 
more or lees. 

Grow more leguminous crops. Tliey 
furnish the cheapest food for stock aud 
the cheapest manure for the soil. They 
do this because they obtain from the air 
a substance necessary for plants and 
animals adike, which costa in the form 
of fertilimre and feeding stuffs from 15

to 25 centa a pound, 
ABOUT PARIS GREEN. 


When Paris green first came into use 
muny fatal aceidents were reported frou 
the ignorance of those who used it of 
the character of this poison. It is found 
that much smaller quantities are = re- 
quired to destroy all kinds of insect life 
than were at first supposed to be neces- 
sary. For poisoning the codling moth 
as little as one pound of poison to 150 | 
gallons of water is sufficient. When | 
thus diluted it is almost impossible for | 

nimals to be injured which pasture un- 
der the eprayed trees, The danger nox 
moet to be dreaded is in getting poison 
on the hands or in the mouth while it 
is being taken from cans or paper. 

THE SILo. 

One great thing should be remembered, 
is intended to keep the 
carbonic acid in, and not to exclude the 
air, a8 many suppose, This gas ia heav- 
ier than air, and it will seek an outlet 


down below rather then above. The 
secret, then, is to keep the silo very 
ticht below, stopping up every crevice 


where this preservative gas can escape. 
If this gnae is kept in the silo the ensil- 
will keep for a long time.—Farmere’ 
Home Weekly. 

The best way te plant ensilage corn 
to plant thinly enough to produce s 
ood growth of ears. Cut it when 
Inged, ears and all, and run it through 
he cutter into the silo, where it shoaid 
e kept well covered until fed out. The 
old way of cutting before the grain hae 
formed has been wholly abandoned by

Do not overlook ensilage. One acre of 
ensilage will enable the dsiryman to 
winter more cows than two acres of any 
other food on the farm in proportion to 
cost of production. 


ABOUT THE FARM. 


Carrots yield about 15 tons per acre 
in Scotlanc and sold for $15 a ton in 
Glasgow last winter. They exceed the 
price of potatoes, although potatoes 
have more nutritive matter in them. 

Nitrate of soda is one of the most 
valuable of nitrogenous manures. It is 
perfectly soluble and immediately avail- 
able for the nourishment of the t. 
It goes rapidly down to the sub-soil, 
and improves ite texture. 

Seouring in calves is due to indi- 
gestion which may be caused by over- 
feeding, by cold milk, and by using vee- 
sels that are not clean. The pails or 
pans from whieh the calves drink their 
milk should be scalded daily and thor- 
oughly cleaned. 

High feeding produces the greatest 
gain, though, apparently, is the most 
costly method. The rule to follow in 
feeding is to give the animals all that 
they can consume and digest without 
injuring their health. 

Someone who claims that he has tried 
it etates that by epraying his plum trees 
with a decoction made by steeping to- 
mato leaves in hot water the curcalio 
avoided the trees at once. Whether the

A Toronto despatch says: In the 
Court of Common Pleas in thia city re- 
cently Mrs. Pleasants Bradford brought 
suit against William L. Sagar, of this 
city, to recover on an annuity given the 
Woman many years ago. She was suc- 
cessful in her spit. ; 

The sequel to the action has now de- 
veloped in a suit pending in Detroit. 

Mrs. Pleasants Bradford, the plaintiff 
in the Toronto suit, seems to have had 
three husbands, although it appears, so 


it is claimed, that she was legally mar- 
ried only to one of them, William Brad- 
ford, whom she married in England 
many years ago. 

About 20 years ago William Brad- 
ford and his wife left England and 
made their home in Montreal. There 
Mrs. Bradford met William L. Sagar, an 
Englishman of wealth, for whase sake 
she left her husband and went to-live 
with Sagar. Bradford tried in vain to 
induce his wife to return, and finally he 
left Montreal for parts unknown. Mrs. 
Bradford, alias Plate. does not know 
now whether he is dead or alive, or 
where he is, if still on earth. 

Mr. Sagar and Mrs. Bradford had been 
living together for a few years when 
the former suddenly received notice that 
he had fallen heir to a large estate in 
the old country. He set sail for Eng- 
lnnd at onee. Soon after that his wife, 
for as such Mrs. Bradford passed, fol- 
lowed him across the sem both came 
back together, having turned the estate 
into cash. For a while they lived at 
Niagara, then they moved to Toronto, 
where they lived four or five years. 

In the meantime a child had been born 
to them, and when Sagar beeame tired 
of his mate he skipped to New York state 
with the child. He was arrested on 4 
charge of kidnapping and brought back 
to Canada. The case against him was 
settled. Que of the conditions was that 
Sagar pay to Mrs. Bradford an annuity 


of $300. The condition which Sagar 
put in the bond to secure the angual 


payment of $300 was that Mre. Sagar 
should not live with any other man than 
her lawful husband, and if hia death was 
ascertained aud Mrs. Bradford was to 
re-marry, the annuity should cease. The 
first quarterly payment of $75 was 
made in the fall of 1880. 

In 1881 Mrs. Bradford went to De- 
troit and started a boarding hous. Dor- 
ing the following year she became ac- 
quainted with Peter W. Platz, whom 
she married in 1884, Plats believing her 
to be a widow. A minister performed 
the ceremony. Since then Mrs. Plats 
drew her annuity regularly until last 
spring, being known in Detrott as Mra. 
Platz and in Toronto as Mrs. Brad- 
ford, where her attorneys received the 
$300 per year from Sagar for her. 
Sagar tried hard to find out where Mrs. 
Bradford lived, but her lawyers here 
refused to tell him where her residence 
was. He searched for Mra. Bradford 
in Detroit, but did not find her, as she 
had been known as Mre. Plats since 
1884, 

Sagar discovered recently that Mrs. 
Eradford had been married again for 
over 10 years and quit paying the a@n- 
nuity. Subsequently Plats filed his 
bill for divorcee on the ground of cruelty. 
It was agreed between Attorneys Wood- 
bury and Chipman that Platz should pay 
a solicitor’s fee of $59 and $5 weekly 
alimony, but Mra. Platz would not lis- 
ten to that. When the motion came up 
in court Judge Lillibridge granted her 
a solicitor’s fee and alimany of 34 per 
week, 

At this tlme Mr. Woodbury did not 
know that Mrs. Bradford had a husband 
living when she married Plats, other- 
wise the suit for divorce would have 
come to an end then, Plats never having 
told his lawyer about the previous mar- 
riage. Yesterday the matter came up 
in court and on the showing made the 
case was discontinued, the etatute pro- 
viding that a marriage fs null and 
void if one of the contracting parties 
has a husband or wife Ifving at the 
time, from whom he or she is not di- 
vorced,

Murdered in His Shack and Then 
Cremated. 


Two Pailfals of Burned Bone and a Sus- 
pender Backle the Onty Trace of Hine 
Discovered, But the Find Leads to the 
Detection of His Alleged Murderer. 


A few days ago a despatch told of 
the discovery at a mining esmp knowm 
as “ Hickory Bar,’ near Fort Saskatch?- 
wan, N. W. T., of the remains of @ 
human being, which were believed tobe 
theee of George Steve, a former Torom- 
tonian. Relatives of the dead man im 
the city have received full details of 
the case, which proves to be one of the 
most ghastiy on record. vileged 
perpetrator of the me, James Wil- 
liams, is in the custody of the Mounted 
Police at Edmonton pending the result 
of the inquest. . 

STEVE’S DISAPPEARANCE. 

In September, 1802, Steve and Wil- 
liams left Edmonton and went to Wai- 
ter’a Ferry. Steve 350 or $60 ia 
cash and a quantity of unggets in his 
possession, but Williams. was ponniless. 
The two camped below the ferry for sev 
eral days, when they leit to go dowa 
the river to mine. They had bailt o 
raft and took with them A mining rig- 
ging and supplies. This was th: Iast 
seen of Steve alive. 

Ten days later Williams dppeaced at

the house of Leon Maret, a faruer, four 
miles below Fort Saskatehewan, aod 
said he and his partner had been @¢ 


work ten miles below, and that his part- 
ner had gone further down t river. 
Williams had plenty of gold in his pos- 
session. He arrived at #dmonton 
few days later and said that te and 
Steve had not agreed, and that he left 


him somewhere about Fort Saskatche 
wan and that Steve wag going dows 
the river with a halfbreed. 

Witness swore that wien Williame 
went down the river he was drossad ia 
“ehabby genteel” manner. He wore 8 
black cotton shirt, a pair of pants ths 
worse for wear and a siouch hat. Wher 
he waa next seen at Edmouten, 10 or 12 
days alter his departure with Steve, 
there was a difference iu his clothing. 
He had on a different suit, a pair of 
new boots, new gloves and hat. 

SUSPICION AROUSED 

The winter of 1802-3 passed and Steve 
failing to return to Udinonton suspicions 
began to be entertaine! that Willams 


had made away with particularly 
aa he told contradictory storica, finally 


saying that he believed that Steve had 
gone to British Columbia. 

During the past winter the Mounted 
Police were informed of th® cose and of 
the suspicion of foul play. In aceord- 
ance with information secured and sua- 
picions confirmed ecareh was made dowa 
the river before the enow left. and ata 
point 14 miles from Port Saskatebowaa, 
at what is known as “ Hickory Bar,” 
traces of a camp were found. Doep eaow 
prevented any further search at the 
time. A few weeks ago the search wae 
resumed.

The people form a procession on horse- 
back, the young men with guns and 
bows, and the sqnaws sitting behind 
them on the ponie¥.. They move for- 
ward to the tree, and, dismounting, 
gather about it singing and dancing.

TAKING DOWN THE FERRIS WHEEL. 
Several Weeks Will be Spent at it and 
Thirty Cars Will Carry It. 


Preliminary work incideut to taking 
down the Ferris wheel on the Midway 
Piaisance was begun last week, says the 
Chicage Tribune. This consists of plac- 
ing falee work, engines and hoisting ap- 


paratus. Some day this week the big 
wheel will turn for the last time in 
Chicago, At that time several Ferris 


Wheel Company offieials will ride around 


on the struts that are still in place. 
Some will simply hold to the 10-inch 
iron beams, wiile others, more timid, 


will be tied on, 

It will take ten weeks to take the 
wheel to picces, The car that was used 
for carrylug the Krupp gun will be used 
for carrying the seven-ton axle The 
materiag will be takeh in five trains of 
20 cars each to New York City. There 
are 3,000 tons of need in the wheel and 
5OU,0@0 feet of timber is needed for the 
false work. Taking the wheel down will 
be more dangerous than putting if up. 
Only one life was lost in erécting the big 
attraction. é 

The expense of taking down, moving 
and rebuilding the wheel will be $150,- 
Ovo, In New York it is te be placed at 
Thirty-seventh street and Broadway, 
Old Vienna will be reproduced around it, 
llere the wheel had 3,000 electric lights: 
in New ¥Grk the number whi be dowbled, 
The old Ferris Wheel Company goes out 
of existence, and a new company, Come 
posed of New York men, has been formed, 

During the Fair the wheel went around 
10,000 times and carried 2,0pP0,000 pas- 
sengers, The largest singh lead was 
canried Oct, 19th, when at 12.30 o'tlock 
1,768 people were in the cars, The 
largest day's business was Oct. 10th, 
when 28,000 people were carried, Oct. 
Sth, 10th and dith there were 114,000 
passengere, the largest average for any 
three dayw.

KITCHEN AND PANTRY. 


Suggestions from the French 
Cuisine for Serving Veal. 


USEFUL HOUSEKEEPING HINTS 


The most costly cuts of veal are in the 
hind-quarter. Here is found the fillet 
which is the choicest and most expen- 
sive cut in the entire animal. It con- 
tains the fricandeau, which is the French 
cook’s first choice for larded veal; the 
noix, or cushion, which is a dainty tid- 
bit, and the udder fat, which is invalu- 
able to the cook for forceemeatse—and it 
is the part cut up in this country into 
veal cutlets. Lhe very best cutlets, how- 
ever, are those taken from the fure-quar- 
ter, from the ribs of veal, or rack, as it 
is known in our New York markets, every 
two ribs giving three cutlets, two with 
without. The neck piece, 
* of veal, is also used for cut- 


bone and one 
or “ chink 
lets. 

After the fillet is taken out of tie 
hind-quarter there remain, first, thr 
shank, the best soup-piece in the animal, 
because of the gelatinous character of 
the bone, and second, the loin, considered 
to be the best roasting piece next to the 
rack. In the loin is found the veal kid- 
ney, Which is highly prized by many. 
The loin may alao be sometimes used for 
cutlets, though it is better as a roasting 
piece than anything elge. The flap is 
cut with the loin. 

For roasting, allow the Kidney to be 
left in, but remove the rough spine and 
the large hip bone with a sharp boning 
knife. The butcher will do this 
fully. Save the bones for soup. Season 
the loin with salt and pepper. Lay the 
flank part over the kidney and skewer it 
in place. Rub the roast very thoroughly 
with butter on the outside, after seasoh- 


cares 


ing. Lay it on a roasting rack. Dredge 
it thickly with flour, allowing a Bttle 
of the flour to fall in the-pan. Put it 
in a moderate hot ov'%, to allow all 


parts of the meat to sear over. When 
it has roasted tem minutes and the flour 
in the pan has begun to brown, put a 
cupful of boiling water in the pan. Do 
not wash it over the veal, or you will 
wash off the flonr, butter and season- 
ing, which protect the meat and pre- 
vent the juices from escaping. Let the 
meat roast 15 minutes longer, then baste 
it thoroughly, and graduate the heat so 
there may be ho possible danger of burn- 


ing. With a proper fire such a loin will 
take about an heur and three-quarters 
to roast. It must be basted every fif- 


teen minutes and turned two or three 
times during the roasting. As the wa- 
ter boils away renew it with boiling 
avater, When the roast is done add a 
little stock, or water, if more conveni- 
ent, to the Drown grave ia the pan, 
Taste the gravy, to see ‘if it is properly 
seasoned, Thicken it with a tablespoon- 
ful of flpur, if you Wish, mixed with a 
little water. “et it boil wap for about 
five or six minutes after the thickening 
is added, skim it free from grease, ance 
serve it in a gravy boat. Or, if you 
fancy, leave out the thickening, reduce 
the gravy, ekim it, and pour it over the 
roast, Delicious’ accompaniment of this 
dish are sweet potatoes, browned in the 
pan around the veal. Some acid veget- 
ables, like tomatots, or macaroni served 
with tomato sauce, are almost essential. 
The fillet of veal contains so many 
parts and is altogether so elaborate a 
piece of meat, though it is invariably 
sold by butchers entire, that a special 
article must be given to it.—New Yor& 
Tribune. 
CHERRY CUPS. 
Stir together and sift a pint of flour 
and two teaspoorfuls of baking powder, 
makimg it into a soft dough with water. 
Having buttered some large cups, drop 
into each a little dough for a fonada- 
tion, then a tabbepoonful of stoned cher- 
ries, coverimg with dough to half fill 
the sups. Place thym in a pan of hot 
evater, set that in the oven, cover it and 
steam for half an hour. Cherry sauee 
or sweet cream may be used as a dross- 
mg. 
PINEAPPL& AMBROSTA, 
Remove the skin carefully fram the 
pineapple and grate the pulp fine, mix 
with white sugar and let it stand awhile. 
Make a custard of the yolks of four 
ego, the whites af two ant a quart of 
uglk. When cold pour it over the prae- 
upple. Beat the two resnaining whites 
with sugav, spread the frosting over the 
while, set it on ice and serve colfl. 
SPICED CHERRIES. 
Seven pounds of chernies, four pounds 
of sugar, ene pdnt of vinegar, one-half 
ounce of ginger rogt, one tablesponful of 
grouml cloves, two teaspoonfuls gf all- 
spice, two teaspoonfuls of cinnamon, one- 
half teaspoonful of ground mace. Put 
the vinegar and sugar on to boil, mix 
the spices and divide them into four parts, 
Put pirt into a small square of 
muslin, tie tightly, and then throw them

STOCK EXCHANGE PHRASES. 


A Little Lesson on the Terminology of the 
Bulls and Bears. 


Many of the phrases used ia Wall 
street, as well as the methods of busi- 
hess on the Stock Exchange, are enig- 
mas to outsiders. What are known a6 
“ Drivileges”’ are not officially recog- 
nized by the exchange. Yet these “privi- 
leges’ form an important part in the 
daily life of some of the members of the 
exchange. These “privileges” are 
known as “ puts,” “calls,” * straddles,” 
aud ‘“epreads.” All are purchased by 
epeculators 4s On imsarance against losses 
in their operations in th market. 

A “put” is @ Coutract given to re- 
ceive and pay for stock at a price be- 
low the current market price for a cash 
Cousideration, usually 1 per cent. 

A “call” is a contract to deliver stock 
at a price above the current quotation 
for a similar consideration. 

A “straddle” is a dual privilege to 
receive or deliver stock at a price usu- 
ally from 2 to 3 per cent. above or be- 
low the market figure, the consideration 
being about 1 per cent. 

A “spread”’ is a privilege in two sep- 
arate contracts, one a “ put,” the other 
a “call,” the consideration for which is 
utually larger than in the ether options, 
euy 11-2 per cent. There are many 
other terms used on the Stock Exchanze 
which may be briefly stated and ex- 
plained. 

A “break” in the market is a serious 
decline caused by a stringency in the 
money market or any other similarly 
petent factor in stock specuMtions. The 
bear clique attacks the market, aud 
holders unable to carry the loatl of stocks 
sell out, A marked decline in values fol- 
lowe; the market thereupon breaks 
down. 

* Ballooning” is to work up a stock 


far beyond its intrinsic worth by favor- 


able stories, fictitious sale, or other Cog- 
nate means. “Block”: a number of 
shares, say five thousand or ten thou- 
sand, massed together and sold or bought 
in a lump. 
To “buy in” is the act of purchasing 
stock in order to meet a “short” con- 
tract, or ta enable one to return stock 
which has been borrowed, 
“ Carrying ” stack is to hold stock with 
the expectation of selling it at an ad- 
vance, A “clique” is a combination of 
operators controlling vast capital in 
order to expand or break down the mar- 
ket. “Conversions”: bonds are fre- 
quently issned with a provision whereby 
they can at any moment be exchangetl 
for equivalent stock ; euch securities are 
called convertible, and the act of sub- 
stitution is styled ‘ conversion.” 

“ Corners’: when the market is over- 
sold the “shorts are compelled to de- 
liver, finding themselves in a “ corner.” 

“ Collaterals’: any kind of securities 
given in pawn when money is borrowed. 
To “ cover’: where stock kas been sold 
“short” anf the market advances, the 
seller buys in order to protect himwelf 
on the day of delivery ; this is “ Cover: 
ing’ oue's “ shorts.” 
“ Differences’: the price at which 4 
stock is bargained for and the rate on 
the Gay of defvery are usually not the 
same; the variation is known ae the 
“difference,” and occasionally brokers 
pay over his money balance instead of 
furnishing the stock; but such cases are 
race. 
A “drop” in a stock is equivalent to 
a “break,” except that it may possibly 
be due to wholly natural causes. 
“ Porcing*® quotations is where brokers 
wish to keep up the pride of a stock, and 
this is generally accomplished by trans: 
avtions among themselves. This is known 
also ow * washing.’ To be more ex- 
plicit, “‘ washing” is where one broker 
arranges with another to buy a certain 
stock when he offers it for sale. The 
bargain is fittitieus, and the effect, when 
this fact iw not detected, is to keep the 
stork quoted, ani if the plotters buy 
ami sell it to # high figure, to afford a 
basis for actual transactions. 
“ Watering a stock’ is the artifice em- 
ployed to double the quantity of a stock 
without improving ita quality. 


* Long” in st is where an oper- 
ator is omrrying stock for nm rise. To 
“Joad” up is where operators buy very 


heavily. To be “short” of th» market 
is where au operator has = seld stook 
which ia not yet acvually in his pesses- 
aion. “ Milking the street’: the act of 
cliques or great operatora who hold 
certain stocks eo well in d that they 
may cause any flutéuations they please, 
and by alternately lifting mud depressing 
the peice of the shares take all dhe floate 
ing money in the market. This is aleo 
known aa “shearing the lambs.” 

A “ point’ is a theory or a fact re- 
garding stocks on. which one bases a 
speculafion. The market ie ‘* off’ when 
pmuces have Millen either in a week, a 
day, or even an afternoon. A “* phol”’ 
is the stock and mouey contributed by 
@ clique to carry through # “ corner.” 
To “ unload” is to well out a stock which 
has been carried for some time. There 
are other phrases im the Stock Exchange 
vocabulary, but the foregoing are thors 
most used in the daily routine.—Har- 
pers Weekly.
